College students are being re¬ 
minded by Col. John B. Elliott, 
Tennessee Director of Selective 
Service, that the deadline for fil¬ 
ing application blanks for the new 
series of Selective Service College 
Qualification tests is fast ap¬ 
proaching. All eligible students are 
reminded that they must take the 
test if they wish to apply for de¬ 
ferment as students. 

The test dates in the second se¬ 
ries are December 13, 1951, and 
April 24, 1952. Blanks may be ob¬ 
tained at any local board. The tests 
will again be given at UTMB for I 
all local college students, whose 1 
! academic year will end this Janu. I 
ary should apply for the Decem¬ 
ber test. This will enable them to 
have their scores in their files 
when the local boards consider 
their cases in January.

The students have already seen 
evidence of the Election Commis¬ 
sion’s work in the election of the 
freshman class officers, but do you 
realize what goes on behind the 
scenes? This isn't Russian terri¬ 
tory where you have a choice of 
either voting for the only candi¬ 
date or not voting. As a citizen of 
the University of Tennessee, Mar¬ 
tin Branch, it is your privilege, 
your opportunity, and your funda¬ 
mental duty to vote and to be as¬ 
sured of honesty and efficiency in 
all of your campus elections. 

The duties of the Election Com¬ 
mission are to conduct all elec¬ 
tions sponsored by the All Stu¬ 
dents Club officers, selection of the 
outstanding sophomore, and the 
election of the freshman class of¬ 
ficers. The Commission also holds 
elections for other groups and or¬ 
ganizations on the campus during 
the year. Some of these are as fol -1 
lows: nomination election and fin¬ 
al election of ’‘Campus Beauties,” 
election of “Mr. and Miss UTJC." 
election of ’ Valentine King and 
Queen,” and nomination and final 
election of “Carnicus King and 
Queen.” 

Much time is spent not only in 
the actual holding of an election 
and obtaining the results, but also 
In preparing for the election. After 
a letter of authorization from an 
organization’s sponsor or president, 
signs stating the time, place and 
kind of election must be posted, 
and notice of the election must be 
put in all postoffice boxes. This 
past year two hundred and six man 
hours were spent by the Election 
! Commission and assistants in the 
preparation and conduction of your 
elections. 

Certain procedures, which are 
posted at the polls, must be ob¬ 
served by the voter. The ballot 
should be carefully read, marked 
as directed, and folded before pre¬ 
senting it to the ballot box keeper. 
The voter should state his name, 
home town, and classification so 
that his name may be struck from 
the student list by the clerk and 
he may be pronounced as voted. 
The student «hould not leave the 
ballot table .intil he has been pro¬ 
nounced voted. 

The Election Commission con¬ 
sists of two members of the All- 
Students’ Club Executive Commit¬ 
tee, three other members, and a 
faculty sponsor, all of whom are 
elected by the All-Students’ Club 
Council of the preceding scholastic 
year.

The field of agriculture includes 
many separate fields ,all of which 
are directly or indirectly related. 
In the study of agriculture ft has 
proved best to break the course 
down into its respective parts, 
since it is impossible to properly 
teach agriculture as a subject it¬ 
self. We shall attempt to define 
what the courses mean and what 
they include. 

Possibly the field that is draw¬ 
ing the most college students is 
Animal Husbandry. Husbandry, 
according to Webster, means ag¬ 
riculture and a husbandman is a 
farmer. So we would say tyat an 
animal husbandman is an animal 
farmer. This course as offered by 
the University, deals with all types 
of domestic farm animals that are 
common on the American farm. 
The student studies beef cattle, 
sheep, horses, swine, and numerous 
other animals of lesser signifi¬ 
cance. Dairy cattle and poultry are 
offered as separate and complete 
subjects since they are more 
technical and probably are consid¬ 
ered more important farm projects 
in Tennessee than the others men¬ 
tioned. 

Agronomy is one of the most 
technical fields of agriculture. Go¬ 
ing back to Webster again, we find 
that' agronomy is "scientific qg- 
riculrture" and that agriculture is 
the "cultivation of fields." Agr- 
ronomy would contain then the 
study of field crops and the source 
of all life, the soil. 

Since soils and field crops are 
subjects of tremendous size in 
themselves, they are broken down 
into two separate studies. The soils 
course deals with the different 
types of soil, the most efficient 
ways of utilizing each type, and 
the corrective maintenance of soil 
which is called soil conservation. 
It also gives the student a bird’s- 
eye view of how soil analysis is 
carried out. The formation of soils 
i£ given in geology which is closely 
related to chemistry and physics. 
So you freshmen may understand 
a little more, how "all that 
science” ties in with agriculture. 
The field crops course is self ex- j 
planatory. It deals with raw crops, 
legumes, and grasses of all kinds. 

It also covers seed selection and 
identification, and proper cultiva¬ 


tion practices among other less im¬ 
portant items. It is a very interest¬ 
ing and highly competitive field for 
young, energetic agriculturist. 

Horticulture is the study that 
deals with gardening and fruit 
trees and vines. The University of¬ 
fers these subjects separately. In 
the fruits course the practices of 
pruning, proper selection of stock, 
correct care of all fruit trees and 
vines, and proper preventive or 
curing methods for diseased stock 
are the most important topics. Gar¬ 
dening is somewhat less technical 
and gives the student more prac¬ 
tical training. This field should be 
mastered by the future graduate 
because almost all farms have 
home gardens and most have an 
orchard. 

Agricultural Engineering is a 
curriculum apart from the regular 
agriculture curriculum. General 
agriculture students are required 
to take a few basic ag. engineer¬ 
ing courses, however, since it deals 
with problems of farm machinery, 
welding, blacksmith work, farm 
carpentry, surveying, and many 
other subjects. As a curriculum it¬ 
self, agriculture engineering has 
very few students mainly because 
of the relatively small number who 
fully understand what it really is. 
It is a good field but requires top 
grade men and students. 

Agriculture Economics is a so. 
cial science, that deals with the ac¬ 
quiring and spending of wealth 
that comes directly or indire^tfy 
from agriculture. It includes the 
study of economic trends and 
mainly the awe-confusing problem 
of suppjy and demand. It concerns 
the farmer’s fight for existence 
and his struggle to gain wealth. A 
highly interesting and complicated 
course agriculture economics shows 
a greater demand for trained men 
and will move into prominence as
